Federal Agents Seized Goods in 
Home of Mrs. May H. Ayer;

NEW YORK, ‘June 2 (AP).—Mrs. 
May Hancock Ayer, multimillionaire 
society woman, was indicted by a 
Federal grand jury’ today on 
charges of smuggling goods into 
this country. 

The indictment said she failed to 
declare certain articles and also 
“facilitated the transportation and 
concealment of smuggled goods.” 
Federal agents raided her apart- 
ment May 4 and seized expensive 
Parisian clothing and jewelry. 

Mrs. Ayer is the widow of Dr. 
James C. Ayer, heir to the Ameri- 
can Woolen Co. fortune who left 
her more-than $20,000,000. 


OIL TANKER WRECKS BRIDGE; 
TWO MEN LEAP FOR LIVES 


Two of Five Spans Knocked Into 
Elizabeth River at Norfolk, 
Va. 


NORFOLK, Va., June 2 (AP).— 
A tanker crashed into a toll bridge 
across the Elizabeth River here 
today, partly wrecking the bridge 
and endangering the lives of sev- 
eral persons. 

Two bridge tenders, C. L. Cun- 
ningham and Lee Zimmerman, were 
injured in a 100-foot leap from the 
bridge tower to the water. Two 
unidentified women .abandoned 
their automobile and ran to the 
bridge approach a few moments 
before the car fell into the wreck- 
age. 

Two of five spans of the bridzge, 
connecting Norfolk and  Ports- 
mouth, dropped into the river, but 
fell clear of the tanker, the Rhode 
Island, owned by the Texas Oil Co. 


ELDERLY BLIND MAN SAVES 
WIFE IN BURNING HOUSE 


Drags Her From Kitchen Where 
Stove Exploded; Home Is 
Destroyed. 

EASTON, Md., June 2 (AP).— 
Elderly, blind J. D. Ford, a semi- 
invalid, groped through smoke and 
flame today to drag his wife to 
safety after a kitchen stove explo- 
sion started a fire that destroyed 
their home and damaged two oth- 

ers. 

Ford told firemen he was in an- 
other part of his home at New- 
comb, near here, when he heard 
the oil-burner stove explode with a 
blast that rocked the house. Mrs. 
Ford was preparing breakfast at 
the time. 

Feeling his way into the kitchen, 
the blind man stumbled over the 
prone form of hig wife. As the oil- 
fed flames leaped about him, he 
found the door and dragged his 
wife out. She suffered serious 
burns on the face and body. 


MILKMAN FROZEN TO DEATH 


Truck Door Shuts After He En- 
ters Refrigerator Compartment. 
NEW YORK, June 2 (AP).—Un- 

noticed by thousands of passers- 

by a milk truck stood for hours 
at a busy corner in Brooklyn until 
early today when the door of the 
refrigerator compartment was 
opened. On the floor was the 
body of the driver, Louis Bolter, 

85 years old, suffocated or frozen 

to death. 

Police said Bolter evidently had 
ertered the compartment for milk 
and had been imprisoned when 
the door slammed shut. There was 
a hole in the door for just such 
an emergency but police said Bol- 
ter probably forgot it in his terror. 


UNION ELECTRIC 
DEGISION CALLED 
VICTORY FOR SEC 


Government Agency Feels 
It Got Results, Prepares 


to Send New, Enlarged 
Staff to City for Inquiry. 


REMOVAL OF EGAN 
AND AIDS STRESSED 


Holding Firm Head Forced 
Resignations, Official 
Points Out — Expects 


Them to Be Permanent.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—The Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission 
prepared today to send a new and 
enlarged staff to St. Louis to push 
a private investigation of business 
practices and political activities of 
the Union Electric Ca of Missouri 
which may be completed within a 
few. weeks, according to SEC of- 
ficials, and which may eventually 
necessitate public hearings. 

This is a result of the agree- 
ment? concluded yesterday between 


the SEC and representatives of 
Union Electric and the North 
American Co., the parent holding 
company controlling the St. Louis 
utility. Under the agreement the 
company has withdrawn its suit to 
enjoin the commission from a pub- 
lic investigation and has promised 
full “co-operation” in a private in- 
vestigation. 

In return the commission has 
agreed t6° Vacate’ its 6Faer fdr ‘a 
public investigation, reserving the 
right, however, to re-issue this or-| 
der if at any time the company, 
now under new management, fails 
to live up to the promise of co- 
operation. 


Regarded as SEC Victory. 


It is plain that the SEC regards 
this outcome as a victory. An 
official who would not be quoted 
discussed the differences between 
“results” and “ballyhoo.” He 
stressed the fact that Louis H. 
Egan, president, and Frank J. 
Boehm and A. C. Laun, vice-pres- 
idents, had resigned at the instiga- 
tion of James F. Fogarty, presi- 
dent of North American. 

It was plain, too, that the com- 
mission does not expect Egan, 
Boehm and Laun to be restored to 
their offices in the company or to 
any position of importance with 
Union Electric. This was the “re- 
sult” which commission officials 
stressed in off-the-record discus- 
sion of the investigation, 

Yesterday’s agreement does not, 
moreover, preclude the possibility 
of public hearings on the basis of 
facts assembled during the private 
investigation. This, too, was 
stressed at the commission, where 
it was said that the facts revealed 
by the investigation would deter- 
mine whether such hearings would 
be held. The likelihood of public 
hearings was indicated, although 
in any event they would probably 
not be held before next September. 

Members of the enlarged staff 
shortly to be sent to St. Louis will 
immediately begin interviewing of- 
ficials and employes of the com- 
pany. Under the stipulation post- 
poning the hearing of the com- 
pany’s suit for an injunction—now 
withdrawn, of course, under the 
terms of the agreement—SEC inves- 
tigators could examine records, but 
they were not permitted to question 
officials under subpena. 


Fogarty Is Spokesman. 

Union Electric employes and of- 
ficials will not be permitted to have 
company counsel present when they 
are questioned, although they may 
be represented by their personal 
attorneys, it was explained at the 
SEC. 

Fogarty, who acted as spokes- 
man for North American in work- 
ing out the agreement with the 
commission in a long series of con- 
ferences on Wednesday, was not 
available to reporters yesterday. 
Asked today what would be the 
future of Egan, Laun and Boehm, 
he said that that rested with the 
new management of the company. 

“T shall leave that to the new 
management,” Fogarty declared. 

“Is the new management a per- 
manent management? Well, that 
depends on future developments. I 
can really say nothing more at this 
time than is contained in the 
statement made by the commis- 
sion.” 


“4 Great Company.” 

Asked what had been behind the 
sudden decision which resulted 
from withdrawal of Egan, Boehm, 
and Laun, Fogarty said: 

“The statement we gave out at 
the time with regard to the neces- 
sity of these officials devoting 
their time to the investigation was 
an honest one. I can understand 
that there may be a little skep- 
ticism concerning this in St. Louis,

CHANGES URGED 
BY GRAND JURY 


Report Calls for Making 
Agency Independent’ and 
Placing It Under a Full- 
Time Judge. _ 


WOULD INCREASE 
PROBATION STAFF 


Rise in Youthful Delin- 
quency Cited— Contin- 
uance of Raids on Hand- 


books Recommended. 


Steps to combat a recent sharp 
increase in juvenile delinquency, by 
increasing the probation _§ staff, 
making the Juvenile Court inde- 
pendent and placing it under a full- 
time Judge, and providing more 
playgrounds and other recreation- 
al facilities in poorer sections of 
the city, were recommended by the 
April term grand jury today in its 
final report to Circuit Judge Rob- 
ert L. Aronson. 


The report also recommended 
continuance of the seizure of gam- 
bling paraphernalia 


lice Department, and urged steps 
to make traffic signals uniform in 
an effort to reduce automobile ac- 
cidents. 

Juvenile Court Handicaps. 

Overloading of case work on an 
inadequate probation staff, and the 
fact that Circuit Judges. serve only 
one year in the Juvenile Court 
“with no continuity of policy pos- 
sible by reason of such frequent 
changes,” were criticised in the re- 
port as the chief present handicaps 
in dealing with delinquent children. 

Finding that most of the §in- 
crease in delinquency has been in 
the downtown and central areas of 
the city, the jury stated that “the 
underlying and contributing causes” 
appeared to be “in economic condi- 
tions as to housing and support of 
children by their parents, due to 
the continued depression and lack 
of employment of many parents; 
especially among the Negro 
classes.” 

“An unduly large percentage” of 
all juvenile crimes in the-city, the 
jury found, are committed by Ne- 
gro children. The predominantly 
white district showing the highest 
incidence of delinquency, the re- 
port said, is the Third Police Dis- 
trict, where in a large section “ap- 
proximately one-half the entire 
population is on relief or holding 
WPA jobs.” 

Factors in Delinquency. 

“Directly connected with this 
condition is the fact of many bro- 
ken homes due to economic trou- 
bles, and marital differences result- 
ing in separation of husband and 
wife and consequent lack of con- 
trol and supervision over their chil- 
dren,” the report stated. “We also 
find that there is need for more 
playgrounds and recreation facili- 
ties of all kinds in these thickly 
populated districts of the city where 
so many of the underprivileged chil- 
dren live. 

“In other words, after school 
hours many children find their ac- 
tivity in the streets for the bal- 
ance of the day and far into the 
night without any adequate con-

Wrecking of structures on the 
40-block riverfront memorial site 
will start this month, if the Fed- 
eral Government can obtain pos- 
session in time, it was announced 
today at the office of the National 
Park Service, in charge of the me- 


morial, 

This followed delivery yesterday 
of the report of condemnation com- 
missioners on the damages for the 
jast block in the site. Federal of- 
ficiels are planning steps to ob- 
tain possession as quickl, as pos- 
sible, and hope that it may be had 
this month. They have proposed 
to pay an estimated amount of the 
cost into Federal Court, which will 
give the right of possession, al- 
though legal title will not be ob- 
tained until contests of some own- 
ers over prices are settled. 

A spokesman of the Park Service 
estimated the cost of the site, ex- 
tending from Eads Bridge to Poplar 
street, would not exceed $6,000,000, 
as a result of negotiations for agree- 
ments on prices of many tracts, al- 
though the damage awards by com- 
missioners aggregated $6,985,052. 

For property which is occupied 
it is likely the Federal Court will 
allow notice of 30 to 90 days for 
the occupants. to vacate, but va-

BALANCING OF HEALTH 
BUDGET IS ADVOCATED 


Dr. Parran Testifies for Wag- 
ner Bill; No Chance for 
Passage This Session. 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP).— 
Dr. Thomas Parran, Surgeon-Gen- 
eral, urged today that Congress 
“pay more attention to balancing 


York, to provide a national health 
program, 

Members of the subcommittee 
had mentioned congressional sen- 
timent for “balancing the budget” 
in connection with the Federal 
grants to states provided in the 
bill, 

“It is cheaper,” Dr. Barran said, 
“to keep a@ woman from dying in 
childbirth than it is to take care 
of an orphaned child in an insti- 
tution. 

Cost of Defendants. 

“It is cheaper to help in the 
building of tuberculosis sanitori- 
ums than it is to support the wid- 
ows and orphans of those who die 
from tuberculosis.” 

Dr. Parran said it had been es- 
timated that the cost of burials 
in Tennessee was $150 a person. 
“At that rate,” he said, “more 
money is spent burying persons 
who died of tuberculosis in Ten- 
nessee than the State spends on 
its entire health program.” 

He contended the Wagner bill 
would “socialize more of the costs 
of medical care’ but not socialize 
medicine itself.” He testified that 
500 counties in the nation needed 
additional hospital facilities. 


Altmeyer Indorses Bill. 

Arthur J. Altmeyer, chairman of 
the Social Security Board, also in- 
dorsed the bill. With Dr. Parran, 
he urged that a single Federal ad- 
visory council, instead of the sev- 
eral provided in the bill, be cre- 
ated. He also proposed that the 
bill specifically authorize expendi- 
tures for private hospitals and 
health agencies. 

He emphasized sections which 
would<make possible state systems 
of compulsory health insurance and 
provide for state plans of tem- 
porary disability insurance, 

“Some arrangement must be 
worked out,” Altmeyer = gaid, 
“whereby individuals will make 
regular periodic contributions into 
a common fund out of which the 
costs of medical care will be de- 
frayed for those who are sick.” 


No Chance This Session. 

Senator Murray (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, chairman of the subcommit- 
tee, said yesterday there was no 
chance for passage of the measure 
this year.

The Rev. A. M. Schwitalla Heard. 

“Instead of the traditional pat- 
tern,” the Rev. Alphonse M. Schwi- 
talla, president of St. Louis Univer- 
sity School of Medicine and of the 
Catholic Hospital Association, told 
the committee, “the act recommends 
a pattern of governmental domi- 
nance over health care tried in its 
implications only in those countries 
in which the American form of de- 
mocracy is unknown, 

“The National Health Act vests 
huge powers over health care in 
the Federal authorities. It con- 
tains no provisions looking toward 
an augmentation and facilitation of 
the functions of partnership be- 
tween private and public agencies. 
It permits the use of private 
agencies, if at all, only by implica- 
tion in a few isolated areas of 
health care.” 

He urged that no state plan be 
approved under the bill except 
when it provided for “representa- 
tion and use of private agencies, 
placing the private and the public 
agency on an equal footing before 
the law for the achievement of the 
purposes of this act.”

WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP).— 
The Senate approved a $305,267,000 
bill for flood control, rivers and 
harbors work and other undertak- 
ings after shouting down pleas for 
economy yesterday. 

Resembling a college cheering 
section at times, Senators quickly 
rejected reductions of $50,000,000 


ecomite, bone appropriations com- 
mittee, added a few minor items,

and then sent the big supply bill 
back to /the House. 

Senator Adams (Dem.), Colorado, 
who led the futile effort to cut 
$50,000,000. from the total voted by 
the House, could not even get a 


record vote on these items. ,Not 
enough Senators raised their hands 
to obtain the formal roll call. 

Majority Leader Barkley (Dem.), 
Kentucky, tried to help the move- 
ment to delete the $50,000,000 by an- 
nouncing that President Roosevelt 
had authorized him to say $50,000,- 
000 from relief funds would be used 
for flood control and rivers and 
harbors. 

“We can put it in this bill and 
take it out of relief later,” said 
Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri. 


“Not a Question of Economy.” 


Senator Johnson (Rep.), Califor- 
nia crossed over from the Republi- 
can side to tell Democrats that the 
President’s promise showed “this is 
not a question of economy.” 

As to promises to use relief funds, 
the Californian smilingly observed 
“You can’t always sometimes tell.” 

Senator Adams broke in to say 
he was “interested in economy.” 

“I think the Senator actually is,” 
Johnson commented. “But he has 
a very lonely time.” 

Adams, after detailing the sharp 
and steady increases in Federal out- 
lays in recent decades, said “the 
most vital element in American de- 
fense is credit which we are allow- 
ing to go unprotected.” 

The Colorado Senator said that 
army engineers had cleverly dis- 
tributed flood control and rivers 
and harbor projects over the entire 
United States “because they know 
the weakness of the men who sit 
in Congress,” 

Referring to the $50,000,000 reduc- 
tion voted by the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee, Adams said 
this would hold the totals to the 
amount recommended by the Pres- 
ident, the Budget Bureau, and Ap- 
porpriations Committees of both 


~ Houses. 


Senators Flooded With Telegrams. 


“Senators have been flooded with 
telegrams that originated with a 
propaganda organization here in 
Washington saying the reduction 
threatened projects in their re- 
gions,’ Adams said. 

Senator Byrnes (Dem.), South 
Carolina, supporting Adams, said 
the telegrams came from the Na- 
tional Rivers and Harbors Con- 
gress. 

Senator Thomas (Dem.), Oklaho- 
ma, floor leader for the bill, criti- 
cised the reductions made by the 
Appropriations Committee. The 
Oklahoman said that, even with 
the increase voted by the House, 
the bill provided for only slightly 
more than half the projects inves- 
tigated and approved by the army 
engineers. 

“We are only providing part of 
army engineers said they 
could efficiently spend,” Thomas 
said, 

The Senate then rejected the re- 
ductions made by its Appropria- 
tions Committee with a roaring 
chorus of “noes” and passed the 
bill with a joyous shout of “yeas.” 

Just before final passage Sena- 
tors Overton (Dem.), Louisiana: 
McKellar (Dem.), Tennessee, and 
Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, obtained 
inclusion of minor amendments per- 
taining to local projects. 

Offsets Relief Reduction. 

The measure carries annual ap- 
propriations for all civil functions 
of tue War. Department, which 
include operation of national ceme- 
teries, the Alaska Communications 
Commission, the Panama Canal and 
Bureau of Insular Affairs. 

Both Houses have approved $55,- 
000,000 for rivers and harbors; $39,- 
000,000 for the lower Mississippi 
River Alluvial Valley; and $133,- 
000,000 for general flood control. 

The $50,000,000 increase over the 
budget estimates is exactly equiva- 
lent to the sum Congress cut out 
of a relief bill in an economy drive 
earlier in the session.

Townsend Plan or Similar 
Proposal to Be Offered 
as Amendment to Social 
Security Program. 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP).— 
The Senate, it appeared today, will 
follow the example of the House 
in ‘going on record on the Town- 
send old age pension plan for some 
similar proposal. 

The bill to pay pensions up to 
$200 a month to elderly persons was 
defeated yesterday in the House, 
302 to 97. 

But its congressional supporters 
were undaunted. Senator Downey 
(Dem.), California, said he would 
offer as an amendment to the so- 
cial security program either the 
Townsend plan or some other pen- 
sion system. 

Downey will get his chance when 
the Senate takes up a long list 
of proposed social security changes 
which the House is expected to 
vote on next week. 

Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
said that if the Townsend bill 
failed to pass the Senate, he would 
try to increase old age assistance 
to $40 a month for single persons 
and $60 for married couples. 

Borah Favors $60 Payment. 

Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, 
commenting on House defeat of the 
Townsend measure, suggested that 
$60 a month for the aged was “not 
only humane but economically 
sound.” 

Townsend advocates have - esti- 
mated the plan would produce $50 
a month at the start for 8,000,000 
persons more than 60 years old, 
from its graduated tax on business 
transactions. 

Their leader, Dr. Francis E. 
Townsend, who witnessed the House 
defeat of his bill from the gallery, 
said last night: 

“We are not discouraged in the 
least because of the outcome of 
this vote.” 

Among the 97 Representatives 
who voted for the bill were 16 from 
Townsend’s home state, California. 
Florida, which, like California, is 
the abode of many elderly persons 
who have fled colder weather, con- 
tributed four, including the House 
sponsor of the legislation, Repre- 
sentative Hendricks (Dem.). 

All of Missouri’s 13 Congressme 
voted against the bill. ° 
How the States Voted. 

A survey of the roll-call showed 
25 votes in favor of the bill from 
P:cific Coast states, 24 from At- 
lantic Coast states, and 48 from the 
vast region in between. Thirty-one 
states were represented in the af- 
firmative votes. 

Ohio was next to California with 
seven favorable votes. Four New 
England states furnished a total of 
seven. 

Fifty-five Republicans voted for 
the bill and one was paired for it 
while 107 voted against it. The 
Democratic majority split 40 for and 
194 against. 


MANUFACTURERS PRAISE 
U, S$, TAX REVISION PLAN 


Declare Recognition by Congress 
of Necessity of Change Is 
Step Toward Recovery. 


CHICAGO, June 2 (AP).—The 
board of directors of the National 
Association of Manufacturers said 
yesterday that recognition by Con- 
gress of the need for tax revision, 
Social Security Act modification 
and Wagner Act amendments was 
“a marked step toward national 
recovery.” : 

The statement, issued by How- 
ard Coonley of New York, presi- 
dent of the association, said the 
tax program now under consider- 
ation would help but “it is only a 
short step in a right direction.” 

“It is a fundamental in the 
problems,” it said, “that a lower 
tax rate will stimulate business 
volume. Increased business volume 
on a lower tax rate means more 
tax revenue. Increased business 
volume means more jobs.” 

Regarding the Wagner Act, it 
said that “mere modification of 
the act to protect one of the rival 
labor groups against prejudiced 
administration will not suffice. The 
public itself needs protection 
against the disruptive effects of 
unrestricted industrial warfare. 
What is needed is a thorough in- 
vestigation of the operations of 
the act and the board and a com- 
prehensive revision of the act.” 


JUSTICE M’REYNOLDS 10 MISS 
GARDEN PARTY FOR THE KING 


Prefers to Make His Annual Visit 
to Native Town in Ken- 
' tucky. 

ELKTON, Ky., June 2 (AP).— 
United States Supreme Court Jus- 
tice James C. McReynolds “deeply 
appreciated” an invitation to the 
garden party the British Ambassa- 
dor is planning for King George 
and Queen Elizabeth, but he is 
passing it up for an annual visit 
t6 his native town. 

The Justice, 77 years old, said he 
turned down one of the invitations 
“because I simply preferred to be 
here” for a rest. 

“The visit of the King and Queen 
will, I am sure, mean much toward 
the promotion of good feeling be- 
tween the two countries that al- 
ready exists,” he said, “and toward 
the attainment and maintenance of 
their ideals of peace and humani- 
tarianism.”

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IN OUTER MONGOLIA 


Official News Agency Lists 
425 Killed in Recent Clashes 
With Russians. 


TOKYO, June 2 (AP).—Domei, 
Japanese news service, carried a 
communique today from the Kwan- 
tung army at Hsinking, Manchou- 
kuo, which set Japanese losses in 
recent fighting on the Outer Mon- 
golian frontier at 125 men, includ- 
ing 11 officers. 

The communique said the enemy 
—Outer Mongolian and Soviet Rus- 
sian soldiers—had lost 59 planes, 
15 tanks and 12 machine guns, The 
announcement did not estimate 
enemy casualties, which had been 
reported in the hundreds. There 
had been intermittent hostilities 
since May 7. 

The Japanese press described as 
a “bluff” today the statement of 
Soviet Russia’s Foreign Commissar 
that the borders of Outer Mongolia 
would be defended. 

The newspaper 
clared Vyacheslav Molotov, who 
gave the warning in an address 
to the Supreme Soviet Wednesday, 
had spoken “much differently” re- 
cently when discussing Manchou-| 
kuo-Mongolian border fighting with| 
Shigenori Togo, Japanese Ambas- 
sador in Moscow. 

The press generally interpreted| 
Molotov’s speech as an effort to 
weaken the anti-Comintern pact.

Ww. O. Housam, commercial su- 
perintendent of the telephone com- 
pany, in response to inquiry by 
the Post-Dispatch, said action by 
the company would depend on the 
nature of information brought out 
in the testimony. He referred to 
his previous announcement, last 
autumn, that the company would 
discontinue service immediately 
when told, in writing, by duly con- 
stituted officials that telephones 
were used in violation of the law. 

Several telephones in handbook 
shops were removed by the com- 
pany last winter after it received 
certification from the Circuit At- 
torney’s office that they were used 
for illegal purposes. The action 
was taken as part of a plan adopt- 
ed at a meeting of officials last 
November. Recently, however, 
there has been little official activ- 
ity against the bookies other than 
routine raids. 

The raids, which police testified 
about yesterday, were conducted 
under a new procedure, by which 
police entered the shops on a 
search-and-seizure warrant issued 
by the President of the Police 
Board on information that gam- 
bling was being conducted. 

Shops raided were at 1105 Olive 
street, operated, police said, by 
Joseph St. John; 005 Locust street, 
by James Carroll, and 417 North 
Ninth street, by Irving Lee. Po- 
lice testified they found at the 
first two shops telephones con- 
nected with the telephone com- 
pany’s switchboard. 

All three shops had service tele- 
phones, used to disseminate racing 
information frém a central office, 
with no outside connection. These 
telephones, officials decided, are 
not subject to removal. None of 
the proprietors of the raided shops 
appeared at the hearing. 

Liberman ordered all equipment 
taken in the raids to be destroyed, 
subject, however, to its use as evi- 
dence in any court hearings. Man- 
agers and clerks arrested in the 
raids are booked for Police Court 
on gambling charges next Thurs- 
day. Police said felony warrants 
charging gambling would be sought 
against the managers,

DAVID TODD, ASTRONOMER, 
PHOTOGRAPHER OF MARS, DIES 


Amherst Professor Hoped to Estab- 
lish © ication With Planet; 
Saw 12 Solar Eclipses. 

LYNCHBURG, Va., June 2 (AP). 
—David Todd, an astronomer who 
had hoped to establish communi- 
cation with Mars, died last night at 
the home of Mrs. John C. Long, 
Triple Oaks, in Amherst County. 
He was 84 years old. 

His nearest approach to his dream 
was to take a series of notable 
photographs of Mars from the An- 
des Mountains. The planet then 
was 38,000,000 miles away. 

His photographs of Mars were 
made in 1907, 16,000 feet above sea 
level in Chile. In 1925 he super- 
intended the first aerial photo- 
graphs of the solar corona, made 
by army flyers from Mitchel Field, 
Long Island. 

He was professor of astronomy 
and navigation and director of the 
observatory at Amberst College, 
Amherst, Mass., for nearly 40 years. 
He observed 12 total eclipses of the 
sun. 

He graduated at Amherst in 1875

Any basis of procedure in the investigation of the 
political activities of the Union Electric Co. which 
fails to provide for a public hearing and a public 
report is inadequate and unsatisfactory. 
| The full terms of the agreement reached yesterday 
between Union Electric and the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission have not been made clear, but) 
‘there is at least ground for concern in the fact that 
the announcement does not specifically state that 
there will be an open hearing. 
| Jt was merely announced that the regulatory body 
/has withdrawn its order for a public investigation of 
| the company’s affairs in return for a pledge that the 
| commission's agents may examine the company’s rec- 
ords and question its officers and employes without 
‘{nterference. The company has agreed, also, to with- 
draw its injunction suit against a public probe. 

According to the original plan of the SEC, as it 
was generally understood, there was to be a private 
| investigation to disclose evidence, after which there 
was to be a public hearing, with the company pre- 
‘senting its defense. This, in cur opinion, is still the 
| procedure required in the public interest. 

In its citation against Union Electric, the SEC 
stated that it had grounds to believe that the com- 
pany had made large contributions for political pur- 
poses and had spent large sums for legislative lob- 
bying. It further stated that there was ground for 
believing that the funds used for these purposes were 
obtained from “kickbacks” by officers, directors, em- 
ployes and attorneys of the company and from pad- 
ded expense accounts, and that misleading statements 
as to these items had been filed in reports to the SEC. 

These allegations are supported by charges and 
admissions which have been published in the 
Post-Dispatch, without substantial denial from those 
upon whom the facts reflected. The gravity of the 
situation has led the parent concern of Union Elec- 
tric, the North American Co., obviously against its 
will, to remove the president and two ranking vice- 
presidents of the local subsidiary. 

The allegations are of such seriousness as to permit 
of no compromise.

Hitherto 
our political machines have been largely 
manned by ward-heelers, of small education 
and few ideals. Now thousands of college 
students are deliberately preparing for ca- 
reers in partisan politics. They are taking 
special courses in government, in the history 
of political parties, in actual political tech- 
nique. 

After graduation, they are actually start- 
ing out at the bottom of the political lad- 
der, working humbly but hopefully in the 
political clubs of their districts. The chances 
are that next election day one of them will 
ring your door bell and urge you to vote. 
He'll be earning his spurs in that basic chore 
with which every aspiring political worker 
must make his start. 

In a dozen large universities, deans and 
professors agree that the undergraduates 
headed for political careers probably out- 
number those headed for business, which is 
a startling reversal within a decade. For 
instance, 52 per cent of the liberal arts grad- 
uates of the University of Minnesota since 
1929 are in public service; 40 per cent of the 
Senators and Representatives in the North 
Carolina Legislature were former students 
of the State university, mostly in the po- 
litical science courses.

But you find more convincing evidence of 
what is going on by visiting, as I did re- 
cently, a score of colleges and talking with 
professors and students. 
encouraging proportion of the undergradu- 
ates taking the courses in politics and pub- 
lic affairs say definitely that they intend to 
take an active part in the political game. 

When 52 students showed up this spring 
for a vocational guidance conference at the 
University of Michigan on “politics as a ca- 
reer,” their earnestness was reflected in this 
recurrent question: “How can we make a 
living at the start?” 

They were advised to follow the example 
of previous political science graduates who 
have landed jobs as secretaries or assistant 
secretaries to Mayors, Congressmen or other 
officeholders. Here they can get a fine in- 
side view of the machinery. 

Other students plan to enter politics 
through journalism. They are preparing for 
jobs on country weeklies or small dailies, 
which route is being recognized in the uni- 
versities as a strategic avenue of approach, 
and hence the departments of journalism 
and of politi¢al science are co-operating 
more closely. 

But the greatest number of the aspiring 
apprentices to politics intend to follow the 
old, beaten path—the law.

Instances of men who studied for politics 
in college, and who kre now playing good 
practical politics, tempered with ideals, are 
multiplying rapidly all over the country. 
They are only the vanguard; the great army 
of politically minded graduates is still too 
young to have achieved elective office. But 
already, professors at Chicago, Syracuse, 
Iowa and Michigan can point to numbers of 
their former students of political science who 
have served effectively in recent state Leg- 
islatures. Others are in Congress. Many 
are municipal officials. 

One striking fact is the extraordinary 
number of young college alumni who are 
now serving as county chairmen—‘“county 
bosses,” if you will. Of these, one profes- 
sor remarked, “A few have fallen into the 
rut of a political machine; the vast majority 
have not.” 

The movement to get college-trained ex- 
perts instead of political hacks into admin- 
istrative jobs has gone so far that the bat- 
tle may be said to be won, The colleges 
led that fight; it is clear now that they are 
leading another—the movement to leaven 
partisan politics with men especially educat- 
ed for such a career. 

This is even more important to the nation. 
It is elected officials, not the experts in the 
bureaus, who make the choices between 
economy and bankruptcy, between Fascism 
and democracy, between peace and war. 

Apparently, the cap and gown are in poli- 
tics to stay.

SENATORS AGAINST 
NEUTRALITY PLAN 


Hope Growing Demand for 
Adjournment Will Aijid 
Them in Blocking Hull 
Proposals. 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP).— 
Senate opponents of the admin- 
istration’s neutrality program 
counted today on a growing de- 
mand for congressional adjourn- 
ment by July 15 to aid them in 
blocking action. 

With this in mind, some Senators 
were disclosed authoritatively to be 
laying the ground work for at- 
tempts to delay other legislation as 


much as possible. 

These delay tactics, it was said, 
may take the form of efforts to 
amend the forthcoming corpora- 
tion tax revision when it réaches 
the Senate. 

Although he declined to comment 
on the reported strategy, Senator 
Borah (Rep.), Idaho, said he ex- 
pected a great deal of Senate dis- 
cussion of the tax proposals. 

Borah has opposed the sugges- 
tion of Secretary of State Hull for 
repeal of the arms embargo and 
substitution of presidential control 
of wartime shipping. 

The economy bloc leaders con- 
ceded that they faced another los- 
ing fight in an effort to trim to 
$40,000,000 a bill to authorize the 
purchase of strategic war materi- 
als. The Senate passed the bill 
originally for that amount and the 
House approved a $100,000,000 au- 
thorization. 

A joint Senate-House commit- 
tee recommended the larger sum. 
Senator McNary of Oregon, the Re- 
publican leader, blocked approval 
yesterday temporarily. 

McNary explained he had acted 
in behalf of Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio. Taft said, however, that he 
thought there was little chance of 
forcing acceptance of the lower 
amount, when the bill comes up 
again next week.

Under this plan, teachers’ sal- 
aries would be reduced annually, 
after they attained the approx- 
imate age of 60, to a $1000 minimum 
after six years.

66, they would be relieved of ac- 
tive duty, but classed as subject 
to. call.

or counseling pupils, depending on 
the teacher’s past interests and 
aptitudes. 


Old Court Decisions. 


Actually, the classification “sub- 
ject to call” would be a subterfuge. 
The point is that old decisions of 
the Circuit and Supreme courts are 
interpreted to guarantee life ten- 
ure to teachers, and Dr. Gerling 
fears that an outright retirement 
and pension plan might be subject 
to legal attack, tinless a law were 
enacted to authorize it.' A 1936 
amendment of the State Constitu- 
tion is interpreted only as permit- 
ting expenditure of public funds 
for teachers’ pensions. 


The Gerling plan would do away 
with the system in effect for the 
last eight years, whereby super- 
annuated teachers have been in- 
duced to accept half-day teaching 
assignments at $1000 a year. This 
has not been satisfactory from 
either the educational or the re- 
tirement standpoint. About 40 
teachers are on this basis now, 


Range of Pay Changes. 


The recent Strayer school sur- 
vey recommended retirement of 
teachers at age 65 on pensions 
ranging from $900 to $1500 a year, 
depending on rank and length of 
service. It estimated that more 
than 350 members of the teaching 
corps would be affected and that 
there would be a resultant net sav- 
ing of $209,000 in the next fiscal 
year. 

Top pay for elementary teachers 
is $2700 a year, attained on the 
average at age 40, and for those 
in high schools $4000 a year, at- 
tained usually about age 45. Under 
the Gerling suggestion, age and 
length of service would be com- 
bined in determining the time for 
starting the gradual reduction of 
salary, but experience here shows 
the two factors coincide closely, 
teachers turning 60 after being in 
service 35 to 40 years. 


For elementary teachers the drop 
from the maximum to the retire- 
ment level would average almost 
$300 a year for the six-year transi- 
tion period. For high school teach- 
ers it is contemplated to make the 
first step a change in rank from 
head assistant at $4000 to first as- 
sistant at $2900 and then to make 
reductions corresponding to those 
of the grade teachers in the six- 
year term. 


To fill vacancies in the ranks 
caused by the retirements young 
teachers in the _ so-called _per- 
manent substitute rank would be 
hired at $1000 in elementary 
schools and $1200 in high schools. 
They would be entitled to advances 
in rank and annual increases of 
$100 a year. Therefore, while the 
saving under the plan would be 
large at first, after seven years it 
would be wiped out. An actuarial 
study would be required to deter- 
mine the demand for pensions of 
persons in retirement more than 
seven years. It has been found 
that teachers at age 65 have a life 
expectancy of 11 years. 


Dr. Gerling’s Statement. 


“My point of view,” Dr. Gerling 
said in response to inquiry by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “includes 
equal treatment of all employes in 
the same age range, in all depart- 
ments of the board, but I cannot 
speak for the other departments. 
Under this plan it would be pos- 
sible to operate the instruction de- 
partment in the next fiscal year 
with the same general expenditures 
as this year and give the usual 
regular salary increases. 


“I am gravely in deubt of the 
legality of forced retirement, but 
I don't think there is any legal 
impediment to the board’s establish- 
ment of salary schedules on such 


a basis as may seem to it best. 


These schedules may be ascending 


and then, on the same theory, de- 


scending. School people take tne 
view that a teacher increases in 
ability with experience as years 
pass, then strikes a level, and fi- 
nally goes down, That is an ac- 
cepted principle. 

“The board also can put people 
subject to call at such annual sal- 
aries as it deems proper.” 

In the discussion of the legality 
of retirement, one interesting point 
which has been raised is whether 
formal retirement would constitute 
interference with tenure of posi- 
tion—in other words, whether pay 
or the obligation to work was the 
test of tenure.

The small college of liberal arts 
is as permanent as any other kind 
of institution of higher learning 
provided it lives up to its ideals, 
Kenneth C. M. Sills, president of 
Bowdoin College, said in an ad- 
dress under auspices of the Taylor 
School last night at St. Louis Coun- 
try Club. 

Many small colleges have more 
applicants for admission than they 
can accommodate, he asserted. “It 
used to be said that the great trou- 
ble with the small college was that 
it wished to be big,” he said. “The 
trouble today is that it is so popu- 
lar it has to work hard to stay 
small.” 

The action of Harvard and Yale 
in recent years of dividing their 
undergraduate body into houses or
